The mixture should form a compound of semi-solid consistency as lard; the 
proportion of salad oil may be somewhat varied to ensure this result.

Having now particularly described and ascertained the nature of my said 
30 invention and in what manner the same is to be performed, I declare that what 
I claim is :— 
An ointment prepared by boiling and mixing together the above mentioned 
ingredients about in the proportions stated.
